Ill cozpo- 
tall domages, that chaunce to moztall men, are by medyti- 
nes healed, 02 by teaſon remedied, 02 by length of tymecu- 
ted, oz els by deth ended: The onely vnderſtandyng, which 
is dul ed in crrours, and depꝛaued in malyces , canne nat 
be healed by medicines noꝛ tedꝛeſled by reaſone, noz Holpe 
by counſell. The aunciente philoſophers, in the ſayd hap⸗ 
ppc golden wozlde, and golden age, dyd not all onely lerne 
one chynge, whetby they myghte luſteine their lyfe, and en⸗ 
creaſe good kame: But they ttauayled, to knowe all that 
was to be knawen, and yet euer ſought to knowe moze, 
C' jn thc.!rrv. of the Olympiade, as dyuers petſous were 
allembled in the hygh mountapne Olympius , to celebzate 
the playes, by fo:tune thyther came a philoſopher of The: 
bes, whiche had made all that euet he bꝛoughte with hym. 
He made his ſhowes, his cote, and ſewed his erte, and 
had witten his bokes, and ſo ot᷑ all other thynges. They 
that were there aſſembled, were abaſhed, and meruaylled 


greatly, that one man coude do it. He was dyuers tymes 


aſked, where he lerned ſo man thynges. And he aunſtre- 
ted and lade, The llouthe of man is owns +: that oone 
acte is dyuided into dyuers artes. Fo: he that knoweth all 
attes togythet, muſte nedes knowe one alone. This pht- 
loſophet auſweted highly. Ind ſurely, they that hard him 
ought to haue ben as we gr aſhamed of his wordes, as 
the philoſopher was ayigloze of his appareil.

It befell that in a feaſte of the god 
Janus, the emperour to the campe of Mars, vp- 
pon a luſty hozs fyers and iyngynge, he mette ſoo rudelye 
with a trumpettour, that courſed as a knight vpon a hoꝛs, 
that with the tobe of metyng, the trumpettour was ouer- 
th;owen with his hoaſe, ſoothat he was flayne, andthem- 
perours hots legge b:oken, and his owne foote hurte, and 
his arme out of toynte.

ſooze diſpleaſedif he harde any dilcozde therin. He p 

ſed molt of his pouthe in _—_ of ſciences , Whan 

came to mannes ſtate, 


he loued diſciplyne and not of adulation. He was ap 
happye iu armes, but yet in rydinge of hozles he 
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complyſhed,as the emperour commaunded. Ind fro that 
daye, was neuct ſene at Rome, no; teſter, as longe 
as the emperour lpued. But it not two yeres after 
his deathe, but they retourned, whan his ſonne hadde the 
rule, Ind ercepte the bokes doo Iye, there was in Rome 
greatter nombze of fooles than of wyſe men.

The trace of vertu is as ood in good — 2 
them þ be good, as the vice a neſtic of euyll folkes 
in eupll thinges. xxhat greatter cozruption in this — 
map be, than a vertuous perſone,fo; one wozke of vertue, 
can not kynde one to helpe hym to wozke it, and whan de 
alone hath wꝛoughte it, there cometh tenne thoulande to 
gaynſaye hy: The greatteſt goodnes of all goodnes is, 
whan tyꝛannies ate putte vader by bertucs acquyzed 203 
to fynde temedpe agaynſte accuſtomed vyces, with good 
inclynations. And the greatteſt eupll of all euyls, ts whan 
a perſone foꝛgetteth that he is a manne, puttynge 
vader fote, ſtrapnynge his hande agaynſt vertue, and let- 
teth vice rule the b1dell. This emperour Mat. Aurel. ſu⸗ 
ſteyned in his lyfe great glozte,tn the eſchewpng the billa- 
ny of vyllapnes: no leſſe merited he immoʒtall memozye, 
in ſufferynge dyuers dyſhoneſties in the execution 2 
er⸗ 
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vertues. In bnfallidle reule hit is, amonge the chyldzen 
of vanitie, to chyldethe vices of theym that be vycyous, 

And the vertues welle inco:zpozate,nouryſſhe many enut- 
ous . They that be plle, benne allwapes double plle, by- 
cauſe they beate armour defenſiue, to defende they; owne 
puelles: and armes offenſpue to aſſaylle the good mas 
ners of other.

One 
of the vertues, that a wyſe man ought to haue (wherin he 
ſhall be knowen as wpſc) is that he can ſuffre well. Foz a 
manß can ſuffre well, was neuer but wyſe # wel manerd, 
and therwith to ſuffre the vertue of pll buſtnes, is a 
ceaſonable, of all reaſonable beaſtts, and of them that be 
good, very good. Ind by contrarpe wiſe, the man that can 
not well ſuffre, though it be in very tuſte thynges, hopeth 
not to be welle treated. Indlykewiſe as thts 

Marcus in all vertues, hath ben egall with all the empe⸗ 
cours of Rome, that haue benne , Jathtis vertue of ſuffe- 
taunce, he hath ſurmounted all them of the woꝛld. Be was 
wont to ſape many tymes, Þ haue not attayned totheem: 
ptre, by the ſcifces that ⁊ haue lerned of the phtloſophers, 
but bp the pactence, that Þ have had with them that were 
frowarde and not lerned. And this ſemeth to be true? fo; 
oftentymes this Emycrour, beynge with the Senate at 
Colliſee, oꝛ the Senate with hym in the hygh Capytolle, 
he ſeynge in his pzeſence dyuets that pꝛayſed hym and o⸗ 
ther, that in his abſence amonge the people blamed hym, 
and rebuked hym, his attempetance yet was ſoo greatte, 
and ſhewed him ſelte ſo tuſte with one and othet, that ney⸗ 
ther his frendes, that agreed with him, were ſozowful,noz 
his ennemtes,to; any dilfauour, went away complapuing 
and angryc.

The dap of celebzatton of the ſayd feaſt, 
all Rome retoyced, and put onthem the beſte clothes chat 
they hadde, bzennynge great lyghtes in cuetye hous, and 
made many playes of interludes, of geſtes and iuglyng, a 
watched all nyght in the temples,x delyueted al the pʒiſo⸗ 
ners that were in p2tſon fo; dette, # payde the debtes with 
the common treaſout. They had tables with meate befoze 
thetr doozes, in ſuch haboundance,that moze was left tha 
taten, wherwith all the pooze folkes in Rome were rcle- 
ved. The Romapus thought, that what ſo ever they ſpent 
that daye, that the god Jano (whiche was god of tymes )

great deale. It this feaſte was made greate pꝛoceſſions,

Inachatlis a philoſopher a Scithian of his fa⸗ 
ther ſpde, and a greke of his mother ſyde was ſo enamo- 
red of a woman of Thebes, that he taught her all his cun- 
nynge : and whan de was ſpcke in his bedde, ſhe redde in 
the ſchole foꝛ hym . Epimenides of Crete, that flepte . xv, 
yeres without waking, and chough he was. x. yere a great 
wo:ſhypper of the goddts, pet he was banyſſhed frome A⸗ 
thenes ko the loue of women. Archyta Tarentyn, maps 
ſter of Plato, and diſciple of Þ 02S, occupied his 
mynde moꝛe to inuentethe kindes of loue, than his fo 
in doctrmes of vertues.
